In zuED^EhcJns^yunml rlntn ni JuIntiEe, 
taxpayers claimed some $72 billion in un- 
reimbursed employee expenses, accord- 
ing to data from the Internal Revenue 
Service. The largest number of claims 
came from those with income between 
$100,000 and $200,000— more than 
4 million returns, totaling $19 billion in 
expenses, or roughly $4,700 per return. 

This is partially because lower-income 
workers tend to take the standard de- 
duction and pay more in taxes than they 
might have to, says Lisa Greene-Lewis, 
TurboTax’s lead certified public accoun- 
tant. Another reason is that in higher- 
income jobs, the expenses for travel, 
continuing education and business 
meals add up a lot faster than stacks of 
construction paper.

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VIOLENT FEMMES 
ARE ABOUT TO 
ROCK RIOT FEST

Unbelievably, an album containing “Blister In 
the Sun,” “Add It Up,” “Gone Daddy Gone” 
and “Kiss Off,” four of the Violent Femmes’ 
most sexy pained and delightful rock ’n’ roll 
songs, did not sell well upon arrival in 1983. It 
wasn’t until five years later, after the Milwau- 
kee trio had stopped playing together, then 
reunited, that they realized their self-titled 
debut had evolved into sort of a hit. ‘After we 
all did other things, to go back and just get a re- 
sponse, especially to that first album, I might 
have thought, ‘Wow!’— not knowing if the 
audience would still be there,” says Gordon 
Gano, the band’s vocally anguished frontman. 
“It didn’t change anything. It just made it so we 
could continue forward, and have a career.” 

Since “The Violent Femmes,” the trio has 
recorded a country album obsessed with re- 
ligion and death, a weird novelty song decry- 
ing a girlfriend who grew fat and any number 
of straightforward radio songs. But they keep 


coming back to the 30 -year-old debut, to the 
point that they play it in its entirety beginning 
to end, during live shows. 

“It’s still a very fresh thing we’re doing, and 
everybody else seems to like it,” says Gano by 
phone from Denver. “For our entire career, we 
never had a set list— [bassist] Brian Ritchie 
would always call out aU the songs. There 
would be surprises that just happened in the 
moment. With this, it gets locked in. In a way 
having a set list, for us, is completely a radical 
departure.” 

In the early ’80s, Gano met Ritchie and 
percussionist Victor DeLorenzo, and they 
formed a band that was a little odd, especial- 
ly for meat-and-potatoes Milwaukee. They 
played fast, jittery music with acoustic instru- 
ments, and Gano’s songs were at the midpoint 
between teen angst and childlike enthusiasm. 
He seemed angry and happy at the same time. 
Their break came when the Pretenders’ James 
Honeyman-Scott spotted the band perform- 
ing on the street and alerted singer Chrissie 
Hynde, who invited them to open a show 

When the Femmes are together, they’re one 
of rock’s most consistent bands. In 1984, they 
put out “Country Death Song,” a chiUing fable 


about a troubled father throwing his beloved 
daughter into a well; in 1991 came ‘American 
Music,” in which Gano’s masterfully creepy 
voice requests a prom date (and asks whether 
she does too many drugs). 

Although he makes it clear by phone the 
latter song is about high school, the way he de- 
scribes his junior-high experience matches its 
tone. “It’s around that time that everybody’s 
hormones are going nuts,” he says. “It aU of a 
sudden [went from] a feeling of a completely 
safe environment to an unsafe environment. 
... Some people have real trauma and experi- 
ences, and I didn’t, but yeah, it was not fun.” 

The Femmes’ main challenge is staying to- 
gether. DeLorenzo quit in 1993 and returned 
in 2000. Seven years later, Ritchie sued Gano 
in an effort to become half-owner of the band’s 
songs. Four years ago, they broke up again. 
Then they reunited last summer to play Mil- 
waukee’s annual Summerfest. But DeLorenzo, 
in a nasty public letter referring to “a great deal 
of disrespect, dishonesty and greed,” abruptly 
quit afterward, leading the band to replace him 
with Dresden Dolls drummer Brian Viglione. 

Gano responds with calmness. “I thorough- 
ly enjoyed playing with Victor, with the shows

that we did,” he says. “We just weren’t able to 
come to an agreement to go forward doing 
more shows. That’s certainly absolutely, not 
the way I see it at all. I did see there was a nice 
picture, at least, that he had attached to [his 
statement], and the picture shows a certain 
lightheartedness.” 

While the Femmes have sporadically 
toured and steadily released greatest-hits al- 
bums and reissues, they haven’t recorded new 
material together since 2000’s “Freak Mag- 
net.” Asked whether they might put anything 
else out, Gano brushes off the question: “No, 
there are no plans.” He then launches into a 
history of the band’s lineup, which included 
a 10 -year stint with drummer Guy Hoffman 
beginning in the ’90s. And he seems pleased 
when the subject is finally changed to football. 
Femmes fans will be relieved to know he has 
not changed his allegiance from the Packers 
to the Broncos. “No question, that’s my No. 
I team,” he says of Green Bay ‘And Denver is 
kind of becoming my second.”

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Tempers boil as more food trucks vie for prime spots

'^Llnui^^ iLci vuuh [hi:i^.a^ n ^ip^-upNliuet □r 
schedule for the cit/s 30 official food truck 
locations (which the city said it eventually 
intends to increase based on popularity), and 
there’s no association of food trucks, despite 
efforts to organize one. 

What there is is a fledgling, vibrant 
industry experiencing some growing pains 
as the trucks try to reconcile their busi- 
ness needs and competitive instincts with 
the city’s efforts to create a workable, 
user-friendly system. Here are five issues — 
#foodtruckproblems, you could say— that 
food truck owners in Chicago have been 
struggling with this sxxmmer. 

Shortage of desiiaMe spots 

Thirty may sound like a large number of 
areas for 122 Licensed food trucks, but a vast 
disparity exists in how the truck owners view

the city-sanctioned spots, yet it appears to be 
the most popular of all, with ii trucks lined 
up there on a recent Friday at lunchtime. 
That section of Ellis, at the heart of the 
University of Chicago campus, offers a long 
stretch of open curbside with few nearby 
restaurants to compete, and the trucks don’t 
need to arrive in the wee hours to get a spot. 

“Oh my God, it’s insane. 

Now. people are coming iike 
at 6 in the morning, 7 in the 
morning, they’re parking their 
trucks, they’re turning them 
off, and they’re having cars 
deiiver their food. ... There’s 


not enough [good] spots, so 
we’re aii going to the same 
three spots that work.”

No parUng guarantees 

Steve Maxwell had spent most of his recent 
Thursday lunchtimes downtown selling In- 
dian specialties out of his Curried food truck 
in the roundabout in front of NBC Tower, 
but on a late Thursday in July he pulled up 
at about 8:30 a.m. to find three other food 
trucks already parked in the designated food 
truck zone. 

“I’ve been coming here for six months ev- 
ery Thursday” he protested, gesturing to the 
other trucks— Slide Ride up front, followed 
by Eleaven and Tamale Spaceship— as if they 


were interlopers. “Today if I don’t get this 
spot. I’m screwed. I have all this food, and 
I’ll have to throw it all away” 

The Curried truck stayed, but at 
11:30 a.m. a fifth truck showed up. Windy 
City Patty Wagon, which, unlike the other 
four trucks there, cooks its food on board. 
Without enough room to pull in behind 
Curried, Patty Wagon was sticking out a bit 
while owner Danny Herrera tried to per- 
suade at least one of the other truck drivers 
to move along. 

The city ordinance passed in July 2012 calls 
for trucks to obey a two-hour Hmit for each 
of the designated food truck locations. Her- 
rera reasoned that if the Curried truck had 
arrived at 8:30 a.m. and was fourth in line, all 
of those trucks had exceeded their allotted 
time, so Patty Wagon deserved a spot. 
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Uh, no, the other drivers informed him. 
That’s not how it works. This is Chicago, 
city of dibs.

Trucks shirldm 
the two-hour limit 

After being turned away at Cityfront, Herre- 
ra called the 311 city service line to complain 
about the Cityfront Plaza situation. 

“Sorry @theslideride @Eleaven @tama- 
lespacelOl and @GetCurriedAway we’ve 
been patient and friendly, but we had to file a 
complaint today because you’re not abid- 
ing by the 2 hour rule in a food truck zone, 
especially at City Front,” Herrera wrote on 
Twitter and Facebook. “Everyone should get 
a turn for lunch service there. We’ve been 
trying for 2 months to get in there. Not cool, 
guys.” 

Like most of the truck operators inter- 
viewed, Weitz said she doesn’t abide the 
two-hour limit “because no one else does,” 
but practical considerations also are involved.

The Fat ShaUot cooks on board, and Weitz 
said setup takes an hour, and more time is 
needed to cleanup afterward. Jimmy Nuccio, 
co-owner of the Beavers Coffee & Donuts 
truck, said he needs a half hour to get the 
oil hot and another half hour to break down 
after service. 

“I think the two-hour rule is eventually 
going to be stricken from the ordinance be- 
cause it’s really not conducive for cooking,” 
said Nuccio, who said sometimes a Beavers 
employee will park a car in a food truck spot 
overnight so the truck can take its place early 
in the morning. 

To Weitz, this is a damned-if-you-do, 
damned-if-you-don’t situation. “I don’t know 
what the solution is, because if they start en- 
forcing the two-hour rule, it’s going to be bad 
for all of us, but people are just getting there 


earlier and earlier for those spots,” she said. 

Jennifer Lipford, communications 
director for the city’s Business Affairs and 
Consumer Protection Department, said the 
city established the two-hour rule, in part, 
to prevent trucks from staking out spots and 
also to give more trucks the opportunity to 
use favored spots. 

“We encourage owners experiencing diffi- 
culties to reach out to us,” she said. “Recently, 
we’ve been working with owners to hear 
their concerns and explore opportunities for 
improvements.”

Distrust with the city 

But distrust exists between some of Chi- 
cago’s food trucks and the city Amy Le, 
who used to own the DucknRoll truck, said 
many owners felt the city didn’t listen to the 
concerns about the number and quality of 
designated spots and the 200-feet-from-a- 
restaurant rule. A lawsuit filed in November 
on behalf of the Schnitzel King and Cup- 
cakes for Courage truck owners challenging 
the 200 -foot rule and the city’s requirement 
that trucks install GPS systems continues to 
move forward, with a status hearing sched- 
uled for Sept. 27. 

Lack of organization 

Several truck owners say they’d still like to 
get a workable association going, though an 
attempt last year fizzled. “We had a discus- 
sion with a large group of the trucks about 
trying to set up a schedule that we would en- 
force as a group, but it takes one person not 
wanting to do it for it not to work,” said Le, 
who had assumed a leadership role during her 
truck’s operation. She noted that of 55 food 
truck owners in the discussion, 53 agreed to 
follow a schedule, but two said no. “I said, 
we can’t enforce this if not everybody’s on 
board.” 

“It is 300 times less 
stressful running a brick- 
and-mortar [restaurant] 
than a food truck.”

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Greg Mosko of North Pond 

‘Tm of the firm mindset that the time 
of sweet desserts is pretty much 
over,” declares 33-year-old Greg 
Mosko, who has been the pastry chef 
at North Pond for nearly five years, 
previously working with Thomas 
Keller at Bouchon Bakery and The 
French Laundry. At North Pond, his 
desserts mirror the farm-to-table 
ethos of chef Bruce Sherman, so that, 
like Sherman’s savory offerings, the 
dessert list is in near constant flux. For 
instance, a strawberry dessert with 
black pepper meringue, nicoise olive 
cake and feta cheese that dazzled us 
less than a month ago is but a memo- 
ry today. But you can always count on 
multiple unexpected elements. “I like 
balance,” he says. “If, in my head, the 
dessert needs a little added acidity, 
more crunch or a more herby aspect, 
that’s where I kinda go.”

When this 28-year-old political sci- 
ence graduate decided to try her 
hand at cooking, she picked a 
Portland, Maine, restaurant she liked 
and asked if she could work free. That 
led to a part-time job and eventually 
to stints locally at Quince, Boka and 
Trenchermen. At MK, her desserts 
bear whimsical names such as Cake 
& Shake, Cuckoo for Cocoa-nuts and 
Strawberry Shorty (which contains no 
shortcake but does include cucum- 
ber). Bonjour creates distinct dishes 
from approachable, even familiar fla- 
vors. “I want [desserts] to be interest- 
ing enough that you want to keep eat- 
ing,” she says, “but I don’t want it to 
be so interesting you worry that the 
ingredients don’t go together.” 


Sarah Mispagel 
of Nightwood 

Following bakery stints in San Diego, 
Portland, Ore., and Cincinnati, Sarah 
Mispagel landed in Chicago three 
years ago and celebrated her arrival 
by adding to her tattoo collection. 

She decided to ink the Morton Salt 
girl on her left arm-Morton being a 
Chicago institution, but more impor- 
tant is its role in her cooking philoso- 
phy. “Salt is the unsung hero of the 
pastry kitchen,” the 27-year-old said. 
At Nightwood, her desserts strike a 
balance of not leaving diners buzzing 
with sugar highs, taking advantage of 
the natural sweetness from the sea- 
son’s produce and enhancing them 
with savory elements. A mid-August 
visit yielded a buttermilk panna cotta 
with brown butter madeleines and 
sunflower seeds, underscoring sweet 
notes of blueberry sorbet and slices 
of ripe peaches.

Other, somewhat recogniz- 
able names include Meg Galus of 
Nomi Kitchen, Sarah Jordan of Boka 
Group, Leigh Omilinsky of Cafe des 
Architectes and Cindy Schuman of 
Sepia. That list deserves to be much 


longer. 

Most pastry chefs toil anonymous- 
ly, yet they’re the ones delivering the 
all-important finale to your memo- 
rable meal. So we’ve spent the past 
month looking for under-the-radar 
pastry chefs whose names you ought 
to know.

Chris Teixeira of 
Homestead on the Roof 

The sort of sweets you can 
expect from this 26-year-old 
Culinary Institute of America 
grad rather depends on which 
venue you’re in. At West Town 
Bakery, look for bread, cup- 
cakes, doughnuts, doughssants 
(Teixeira’s doughnut-croissant 
answer to the cronut) and candy 
bars. At the Berkshire Room, 
the craft cocktail lounge in the 
Acme Hotel (where there’s also 
a West Town Bakery outlet), look 
for updated 1950s inspirations, 
such as the bourbon creme 
brulee topped with a piece of 
blowtorched honeycomb. And 
at Homestead on the Roof, 
the second-floor perch offer- 
ing indoor and outdoor dining, 
Teixeira aims for rustic elegance, 
seen in a Portuguese peasant 
cake dolled up with roasted 
plums, lemon confit, plum-but- 
termilk sherbet and creme fra- 
iche Chantilly cream. Prior to this 
three-property executive pastry 
chef gig, Teixeira spent several 
years at Sixteen, working under 
notable pastry chefs Fahy and 
Sarah Kosikowski. 


Thomas Raquel 
of Acadia 

If there has been a disadvan- 
tage to Thomas Raquel’s intri- 
cate dessert creations, it’s that 
they’ve usually been available 
as part of chef Ryan McCaskey’s 
multicourse tastings at Acadia. 
This makes the buy-in a bit for- 
midable, although in-the-know 
locals pull into Acadia’s limited- 
menu bar and order a la carte 
sweets there. Recently, however, 
the 26-year-old Raquel went 
the best-of-both-worlds route, 
introducing a three-course des- 
sert tasting available exclu- 
sively at Acadia’s bar. Actually, 
the $35 menu is more like five 
courses, when you factor in the 
pre-dessert (currently, tomato 
ice dotted with shards of green 
basil ice, surrounded by spiced 
tea foam) and the miniature 
chocolate-ganache whoopie pie 
mignardise.”When it comes to 
dessert, I always try to do jus- 
tice to the ingredients,” he says. 

“I think of how many textures 
I can create while keeping the 
ingredient true to itself.” Raquel 
turned his back on med school 
to become a chef, proving there’s 
more than one way to make 
people feel better.

It’s extremely dif- 
ficult to craft a movie 
about a topic as 
serious and complex 
as foster care and not 
make the experience 
of watching the film 
feel like work or an 
after-school special. 
Fortunately “Short 
Term 12” is just 
special. 

Writer-director 
Destin Cretton’s 
SXSW prizewinner 
pulls off the trick of feeling neither gruel- 
ing nor softened. Rather than manipulation 
or pummeling anguish, its goal is truth and 
release— something its characters know is 
anything but easy In a breakout role that 
will earn an Oscar nod if there’s any justice, 
Brie Larson (“The Spectacular Now,” “21 
Jump Street”) stars as Grace, a supervisor at 
the titular center where she and her col- 
league Mason (John GaUagherJr. of “The

Newsroom”) try to keep their romantic 
relationship a secret. At work, it’s not about 
them and shouldn’t be; there are too many 
teens who need guidance and support and, 
frequently, discipline. Grace develops a quick 
rapport with Jayden (Kaitlyn Dever), who’s 
new to the facility but expects her dad to 
pick her up soon. The intuition and progres- 
sion of the relationship doesn’t just feel hon- 
est. It’s crushingly real. 

Transitioning between leadership and 
vulnerability Larson is exceptional in her 
ability to thread Grace’s experiences through 
her veins and behavior, rather than just words. 
“Tour attitude is not helping either one of 
us,” she tells Jayden, Grace proving expert at 
maintaining a calm level so as not to escalate 
another’s. Delicately handling sensitive issues, 
Cretton establishes a nice balance between 
the kids’ challenges and Grace and Mason’s 
personal life while also suggesting the film 


could be a TV series. We learn useful informa- 
tion about the characters but still want more. 
Numerous performances, hiding and eventu- 
ally revealing, deserve to be called knockouts. 

Sure, Grace’s unexpected pregnancy at 
first feels like an inevitability Throw a rock at 
a shelf of independent dramas, and chances 
are good you’ll hit one with a similar story- 
line. “Short Term 12,” however, resembles 
“The Wrestler” in its ability to find richness 
in familiarity Rather than “seen it before,” 


you think, “This all feels right” and don’t 
stop thinking about the movie when it ends. 
Besides, the pregnancy’s place in the story is 
justified, not lazy 

Though some events and dialogue feel a 
tad deliberate, “Short Term 12” brings huge 
heart to the cyclical nature of trauma, not to 
mention what it takes to live with something 
difficult every day and the help and hope 
needed during a never-ending process. Deep 
scars only heal so much.

Cute but lightweight 


In the France of 
the retro romance 
“Populaire,” typewrit- 
ing contests in the 
late ’50s had all the 
excitement of March 
Madness. Intense

she learns to use all 10. Like the Doris Day- 
era films to which “Populaire” nods, Louis 
and Rose claim to have no attraction to each 
other, which typically sounds like people who 
doth protest too much. 

Co-starring backward-looking cinema’s 
go-to (Berenice Bejo of “The Artist”), “Popu- 
laire” definitely needs more sass and pep. It’s 
not that funny, and, other than the emphasis 
on Rose wanting to be an equal in a man’s 
world, it doesn’t reinvent or modernize its 
pastel-colored nostalgia. It also seems like 
Louis calling Rose “pumpkin” because that’s 
what his mom calls him should be considered 
weird, not cute. 

Even though the depiction of people 
gathered around radios, excitedly listening 
to broadcasts of Rose competing, tries to 
turn the film into “That Thing %u Type!”, 
the old-fashioned charms of “Populaire” rise 
above— largely because this sort of innocent, 
sincere pursuit of emotional fulfillment hap- 
pens so rarely on screen these days. After all 
those words pounded onto the typewriter, 
this throwback finds a way to capture the big 
L in any language.

Another *Harry Potter’?! 


Meet Newt Scamander, 
J.K. Rowling’s newest 
magical protagonist 

Los Angeles Times 

Magizoology is sure to be trending after 
Thursda/s news that J.K. Rowling is return- 
ing to her Harry Potter roots. The bestselling 
author’s new partnership with Warner Bros, 
will involve inventing a new series of mov- 
ies based on Newt Scamander, the fictional 
author of Harry Potter’s first-year textbook 
“Fantastic Beasts and Where to Find Them.” 

Turns out Mr. Scamander is a magizoolo- 
gist, one who studies magical creatures. His 
book, which features 75 magical species found 
around the world, was culled from his years of 
travel across five continents. 

Rowling, who earlier this year surprised read- 
ers by revealing that she was behind the pseud- 
onym Robert Galbraith and the crime novel 
“The Cuckoo’s Calling,” said in the statement 
issuedThursday that the story will begin in New 
Tfbrk, “70 years before Harry’s gets underway” 

However, the slim 42-page reference book, 
which Rowling published in 2001 after the 
fourth “Harry Potter” novel, contains a for- 
word from Albus Dumbledore, Hogwarts’ 
beloved headmaster. 

Whether Dumbledore plays a role in this 
new project is unclear. 

Rowling said in the release that she liked Sca- 
mander so much she “even married his grand- 
son, Rolf, to one of my favorite characters from 
the ‘Harry Potter’ series, Luna Lovegood.” 

Here is what else we know about Scamander: 

He was born in 1897 sorted into the 
Hufflepuff house at Hogwarts. He became 
a magizoologist at the encouragement of his 
mother, who was a breeder of the hippogriff, a 
magical creature that is half eagle, half horse. 

After graduating from Hogwarts, Scaman-

der joined the wizard government, called the 
Ministry of Magic, where he worked in the 
Department for the Regulation and Control 
of Magical Creatures. His career included the 
creation of the Werewolf Register of 1947, 
the 1965 passage of the Ban on Experimen- 
tal Breeding and many research trips for the 
Dragon Research and Restraint Bereau. 

He is said to have written “Fantastic Beasts” 
in 1918. At some point in his life, he was head- 
master of Hogwarts. 

It’s safe to say that Scamander’s adventur- 
ous life is ripe for further exploration and that 
all the stories will be chock full of computer- 
generated characters, including werewolves, 
dragons and hippogriffs.
